C hicago, March f t . 
—The main interest in 
the 
Burlington strike Monday 
centered 
around tie; ( írand Pacific. 
There, in one of, 
tho spacious parlors on the first floor, the 
chairmen of the grievance committees of a 
dozen or more im portant railw ay systems, 
the names of which have already leen given 
in these dispatches, were in close conference. 
It was a fine looking body of men, grave, dig­ 
nified of demeanor, and in a large measure 
gray-headed. 
The doors of the jMii lor and of 
the room adjoining, the latter being occupied 
by Chiefs A rthur and Sargent, were locked 
from the inside and sentinels stood guard at 
the outer portals. 
The conference l>egan at 
10 o’clock, with brief intermissions for dinner 
and supper. 
Before the proceedings oj>enod 
each delegate v as pledged to absolute and un­ 
qualified secrecy, and during the recess they 
were as dumb as oysters. From time to time, 
however, loud voices could be heard from 
within the chamber, and it was evident that 
the subject m atter of the conference was be­ 
ing discussed in a style of decided anim a­ 
tion. 
It was 10 p. in. when the door of the broth- 
hood’s parlor was opened and the announce­ 
m ent was made that the conference had taken 
a rest for the day. 
In response to inquiries 
Chief A rthur said: ‘‘'I he conference has ad­ 
journed v ithout taking any definite action. 
A committee of three has been appointed, 
with myself as chairm an, for the purpose of 
taking such action as may be ecru tdered ad­ 
visable und.-r existing con ü tions. This com­ 
mittee i- e m p ow e r e d to act for tl-- e n tir e con­ 
ference, and it will lake such steps to-mor­ 
row as iiü fv -c.-m necu ary in the present sic 
nation.

haps the expressio n, thro ugh the co lumns 
o f T h e T e l e g r ap h , o f a few o f the gen 
o ral o bservatio ns I have made since I 
have been here, may no t pro ve who lly 
uninteresting and unpro fitable. 
I shall 
try very hard to keep within sight o f ihe 
lines o f truth, but this wo nderful climate, 
amo ng its o ther r*.inurkable qualities 
seems to lubricate the mechanism o f 
men’s imaginatio ns to such an extent that 
it is o ften hard to keep their to ngues 
fro m departing widely fro m the example 
get us by the “ Father’’ o f o ur co untry. 
Io years go ne by, many have had vague 
co ntradicto ry ideas o f this co untry as 
being *a place o f fine climate, 
lo vely 
llo wers, desert sands, co ntinuo u* rains in 
winter Ac. Ac., and alto gether, a very 
undesirable place fur a permanent ho me. 
Rut while they have been entertaining 
themselves 
with 
these 
tho ughts 
and 
freezing to death in a climate that wo uld 
beco me the Po les, the decendauts o f the 
early Spaniards here have acquired po s­ 
sessio n o f large tracts o f land and have 
been enjo ying the luxuriant pro ductio ns 
o f a detached sectio n o f the Garden o f 
Eden. 
Many o f these o ld Spaniards arc 
still here, and with their o ld traditio ns 
and custo ms, make a fascinating study, 
which has been very interestingly en 
larged upo n by Helen J ackso n (II. 11 ) in 
her ‘ Ramo na.“ 
These early ‘Rancho s’ 
eantaiued tho usands and tho usand o f 
acres, arid o ne that I call to mind, still 
co ntains iKKRM) acres. 
They are no w be 
iug rapidly sub divided ho wever, and will 
so o n present a very different appearance 
than they have hereto fo re. 
These lands 
are no w being so ld at prices ranging fro m 
I ”», to |2500. per acre, acco rding to qual­ 
ity, pro ximity to to wns Ac., but there is 
still so me scho o l and railro ad lands to be 
had at $1.2-*» , 
Apparently prices are 
higher; 
almo st to o high in fact, fo r 
speculative purpo ses, but the actual set­ 
tler can affo rd to invest in them better 
than the speculato r, fo r he can get his 
mo ney o ut o f them by pro ducing so me o f 
the vario us pro fitable cro ps which can bo 
ihlscd o n them. 
Take, fo r instance, 
alfalfa-a species o f clo ver which is 
raised here, and which is abo ut the o nly 
kind o f hay to be had—yo u can raise 
fro m two to two and a half to ns per acre, 
and fro m five to seven cro ps per year, 
which finds a ready market at fro m $12, 
to $1£ . per to n; thus yielding an annual 
inco me o f fro m $120. to $015, per acre. 
1 think this is no t o ver drawn, while the 
amo unts ¡realized o n English walnuts, 
prunes, lemo ns, o ranges, aprico ts and 
similar pro ductio ns, o ften reach several 
times this amo unt. 
True, there is so me 
waste land here and there Owing to the 
barren co nditio n o f tbe to il, but a great 


deal o f this has already been reclaimed 
by the Irregatio n and cultivatio n, and be- 
I fo re many years these places will pro b- 
| ably be as fertile and beautiful as the 
! miJ lio us and millio ns o f acres no w capa­ 
ble o f the highest cultivatio n. 
The scarcity o f lumber and building 
material here has been a great impediment 
to the already rapid gro wth o f So uthern 
Califo rnia to wns. 
Here in Pasadena, as 
elsewhere, so me o f the peo ple are living 
in tents o n acco unt o f this scarcity and 
the co nst queut high rents, while o thers 
have built go o d barns o n the rear o f their 
lo ts and arejliying in them tempo rarily 
| until they can secure material to build a 
residence in fro nt 
The ro o m already 
supplied fo r the acco mmo datio n o f visi­ 
to rs and o thers, in shape o f ho tels, villas 
Ac., is no t so fully o ccupied as the abo ve 
state o f affairs wo uld stem to indicate. 
While o n the way o ut, 1 heard such ex­ 
aggerated statements o t the luck o f ac 
co mmo datio ns here, that I began to think 
I wo uld have to walk the streets all night 
fo r want o f a sto pping place, but this did 
no t pro ve to be the case. 
There are ac 
co mmo datio ns fo r all, but at rates that 
at first make a tenderfo o t o pen his eves, 
and finaliy his purse, ho wever reluctantly. 
Furnished ro o ms rent fro m $10. to $20. 
and ho uses range fro m $25, to $100 per 
mo nth, while a co mfo rtable ro o m and 
bo ard, in a private family, can be had 
fro m $7. per week up. 
These prices 
seem high, but tLsis is a new co untry 
where pro fits are go o d and in fact they 
co uld 
no t 
well 
be 
reduced 
while 
so me things are a9 high as they are at 
present. 
So me articles are much higher, 
while o thers are no t much different than 
in the east. 
Wo o d is abo ut $1S. per co rd 
and co al $25. per to n, but thro ugh the 
agency o f the Santa Fe ro ad and the 
develo ping o f co al depo sits near here, 
this has been reduce within the last few 
days, to $15. and will pro bably so o n go 
do wn to $12. 
There is little need o f 
either ho wever, so far as keeping warn 
is co ncerned. 
Tiferc are co mparatively few mao ufac 
turiug industries us yet. but so inviting 
a field as this will no t lo ng remain un­ 
o ccupied. 
And us these are established, 
the 
inhabitants get settled, 
and the 
co untry is develo ped, all the present co n­ 
fusio n, inadequate facilities and inequal­ 
ities will regulate themselves and every-, 
thing will run alo ng in pro spero us har­ 
mo ny. 
Of the climate, it is useless to attempt 
further descriptio n o r praise. 
We have 
always heard o f it as being the finest hi 
the wo rld, and I guess it is. 
It is go o d 
eno ugh fo r me at any rate. 
We are no w 
in the mids*t o f the rainy seaso n, o f 
which yo u hear so much, and instead 
o f po uring do wn fo r days at a time, as I 
suppo sed it did, I find, by refening to 
my diary, that since J anuary first we 
have had seven days o f rainy o r at least, 
clo udy 
wt alher, 
while the remaining 
twenty five have been heavenly eno ugh 
to make even a pessimist fo rget himself 
and enthuse. 
The sun shines co nsidera­ 
bly o ver three hundred duy 3 in the year 
and the unifo rmity o f the climate the 
year ro ut d is quite remarkable. 
* It is 
delightful iu winter, and seldo m gets un­ 
co mfo rtably warm in the summer, and 
thank Go o dness, there are but few mo s­ 
quito s, even then. 
The natives claim 
that there used to be no ne at all, but 
that since so many yankees have co me 
in fro m thfc east, they have bro ught the 
mo squito s with them. 
I co uld write yo u

idea o f the situatio n here, altho ugh I 
must co nfess,U am very stro ngly preju­ 
diced iu favo r o f tliis co untry. Of co urse 
it is no t to be expected that o lder men 
who , iu early days settled in Lee Co unty 
o r so me o ther lo cality in the cast, nearly 
as nice, and have their every interest, 
pro perty and 
friends, 
centred 
there, 
sho uld enthuse o ver this co untry as yo ung 
men wo uld who have yet to repeat the 
histo ry o f their fathers; and yet many 
o f them do . 
Several o ld gentlemen have 
said to me that if they were yo ung again, 
they wo uld no t stay in the east a minute, 
and that they tho ught living in this 
co untry wo uld add ten years to the length 
o f a yo ung man’s life. 
I ho pe that anyo ne co ming 
to this 
co ast fro m Dixo o , o r vicinity, will find 
o ccasio n to cull o n me, and I shall wait 
expectantly, to see an excursio n party o f 
Dixo nites o ut here befo re ano ther winter 
passes. 
They are here fro m all parts o f 
the I nitial States; even fro m the no rth 
east co rner o f Mai n e.

ing .

the price of overcoming them. The price 
is thoroug h study and close application, 
and with these the difficulties vanish. 
’Ti.s in such hrancesas these, particularly , 
that the advantag es of a thoroug h leg al 
training in early life are most manifest. 
The student who undertakes to acq uire 
them without the aid of instruction is 
apt to Ik* confused and bewildered, and 
he may work his wa v out unaided, y et 
it is an expenditure of too much time 
and effort. 
It oug ht to be reg arded in 
educat ion «is a wasteful thing to use more 
time than is necessary to accomplish a 
g iven purpose. 
It is just as truly waste­ 
ful and infinitely more pernicious than 
to use more fuel in a manufacturing es­ 
tablishment than the needs of the busi­ 
ness req uire. 
Since the waste in educa­ 
tion can never be made up, it is the loss 
of the most precious investment pos­ 
sible—the loss of tim e.’’—New York
